And be it Enacted, That the first Estate of Inheritance or other 
Estate or Interest equivalent to a perpetual Estate or Interest, as here- 
inafter defined, under which or derived vvherefrom there shall be no 
such perpetual Estate or Interest in the Lands in respect whereof the 
said Tithe Compositions would have been payable if this Act had 20 
not been made, shall be aixl become liable to and charged with 
the payment of an annual sum by way of .Rent-charge, equal to three- 
fifths of the annual amount of such Tithe Compositions ; Provided 
always, That although such Tithe Compositions may have been sepa- 
rately applolted or assessed upon different portions of such Lands, such 25 
Estate of Inheritance or other Estate or Interest shall be charaed with 
the annual payment as aforesaid, of one entire sum, by way of Rent- 
charge, equal to three-fifths of the gross annual amount of such several 
applotments or assessments ; And provided further, That the amount 
of such Rent-charge shall be computed on the gross amount of such 30 
Tithe Compositions, without regard to any deduction of Fifteen Pounds 
per centum to which any Landlord or Person who would have been 
liable to such Tithe Compositions may be entitled : And provided 
further, That such Rent-charges shall become due and payable on the 
Thirty-first day of December in this present year, and on the First day 35 
of November in the year One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-five, 
and in every succeeding year : And provided further, That the several 
Sums which were by the said recited Act of the last Session of Parlia- 
ment made payable, in addition to and together with the Compositions 
for Tithes arising out of Lands in Ireland, on the First day of Novemlier 40 
One thousand eight hundred and Thirty-four, and on the First day of 
November in each of the next succeeding Four years, shall be payable,

come chargeable with the said annual payment. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That if the Owner of any such 
estate or interest charged with the payment of any such Rent-charge as 
aforesaid, shall be desirous that such Rent-charge shall be charged upon 5 
any particular part or parts only of the lands subject thereto, or upon 
any other lands settled or limited to or for the same uses, trusts, 
intents or purposes, and in the same order and course of limitation, 
and subject to the same charges, liens and encumbrances, and shall 
give notice in writing of such desire to the said Commissioners of Land 10 
Revenues ; then and in such case it shall be lawful for the said Com- 
missioners to order and direct that the whole of such Rent-charge shall 
in future be exclusively charged upon, paid and borne out of such part 
or parts of the said Lands as they shall think proper ; which part or 
parts of such lands shall from thenceforth be exclusively suhject 15 
thereto, and the rest of such lands shall from thenceforth for ever be 
wholly and absolutely freed and discharged therefrom : Provided always, 

That the annual value of the part or parts of any such land which 
sba llbe so made exclusively subject to such annual payment, shall not 
be less in amount than Three times the amount of such Rent-charge 20 
at the least; and shall be separately described and distinguished in 
some deed or instrument to be prepared under the direction of the said 
Commissioners, and enrolled in the Office of Record, where the Rolls 
of the Kings rents are kept, to be preserved and kept therewith. 

Provided, and be it further Enacted, That in any case where the effect 25 
of any Composition is or shall be by any law now in force suspended in 
consequence of any lease or demise of Tithes, or agreement in writing 
respecting the same, the right of all persons to anv rent or annual sum 
reserved upon or accruing due or payable by virtue of any such lease, 
demise or agreement, shall subsist during the continuance of such lease, 30 
demise or agreement ; and when and as the same shall respectively cease 
and determine, a Rent-charge equal to Three-fifths of the amount of 
such Compositions, shall become paj’able to His Majesty 011 or after 
such First day of November then next succeeding, and an annual sum 
equal in amount to such Rent-charge shall become payable to tlie 35 
Person from time to time liable to such Rent-charge, in like manner as 
in cases where the effect of such Compositions shall not be suspended 
as aforesaid. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Rent-charges shall be payable to 
His Majesty, His heirs and successors, and shall be under the manage- 40 
meat of the Commissioners of I.And Revenues, and of their succe^ors, 
to be from time to time appointed by His Majesty, His heirs and suc- 
cessors, subject nevertheless to the control of the Lord High Treasurer or 

Commissioners 
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Coniuiissioners of His Majesty's Treasury for the time being ; but that 
the said Rent-charges shall not be deemed or taken to be part of the 
Hereditary Revenue of the Crown; and that all monies arising from 
or in respect of the said Rent-charges, or otherwise, under the provisions 
5 of this Act, shall be kept distinctly and apart from all other branches 
of the Revenue. 

And be it Enacted, Tlmt any thing by this Act directed or permitted 
to be done by the said Commissioners of Land Revenues, may be done 
by any Two of them, unless express provision to the contrary shall be 
, Q made herein ; and any thing by this Act directed or permitted to be 
done by the Coimnissioners of His Majesty's Treasury may be done by 
any Three of them, or by the Lord High Treasurer, when such officer 
there shall be. 

And be it Lnacted, That it sljall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
15 of Land Revenues, from time to time to employ such of their present 
Deputies or Officers as they shall think proper, or to appoint such other 
Deputies and Officers as shall be necessary for the due execution of this 
Act, and to remove them at pleasure; and the persons .so appointed or 
employed as aforesaid shall receive such salaries or additional salaries 
20 respectively as shall be directed by the Commissioners of His Majesty's 
Treasury for the time being. 

And be it Enacted, That nothing contained in this Act, or in any 
Contract or Instrument hereby authorized, shall extend to charge the 
person of any Commissioner executing any such Contract or Insiru- 
25 ment, or his own proper lands, tenements, goods or chattels ; but the 
amount of all sums recovered in any suit at law or in equity against the 
said Commissioners, or any of them, for or by reason or means of any 
such Contract or Instrument, and also all costs and charges, which 
the said Commissioners, or any of them, shall incur in respect thereof, 
30 shall respectively he paid out of the monies to be raised or arise under 
this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That the balance of Cash, together with all unpaid 
Bills or Drafts, for which the Commissioners of Land Revenues, shall 
from time to time have credit under this Act, shall from time to time, 
35 without any assignment or other act, remain and be vested in the Com- 
missioners for the time being of Land Revenues, to be applied by them 
for the purposes of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That the Accounts of the said Commissioners 
relating to the Revenue arising under this Act, shall from time to time be 
audited and discharged in the same manner and under the same pro- 
visions in all respects as their accounts relating to the Hereditary 
3 Possessions

of the said recited Act of the second and third years of lire reign of 
His present Majesty, shall, with all convenient speed, transmit to the 
said Commissioners a Copy of every such counterpart, duly certified 
under his hand ; and the said Commissioners shall pay him for every 
such Copy the sum by the said recited Act appointed to be paid for 
such Copies.

or agreed for, or adjudged to be paid, in each parish or place on oi. appScraon 
account of Titlres during certain periods of years; and that if it missioners of 
should appear that the sums paid or agreed for during such years venues/ 
were not an adequate compensation for the Tithes on account 
10 whereof such sums were so paid or agreed for, it should in such 
case be lawful to add to the amount of such average any sum not 
exceeding One-fifth part of such average; and that if it should 
happen that any land subject to Tithes in any such parish or place, 
should during any such period of years have been held or possessed 
1 5 by any Person entitled to the Tithes, or to the receipt of the Tithes, of 
such land, or in any manner so that the Tithes of such land should 
not have been actually paid, nor agreed for, nor adjudged to be 
paid during such period, the annual value of the Tithes of such land 
should be estimated according to the best information which could be 
20 obtained,or according to the paymentsmade for Tithes of the like kind 
in the same or any adjoining parish; And whereas in some cases 
Compositions have been calculated under the hereinbefore recited 
provisions, on the evidence of illusory agreements, and of adjudi- 
cations of Ecclesiastical and other Courts, made in default of the 
25 appearance of the Parties against whom such adjudications were 
made, and it is not just that the Parties becoming hereafter liable 
to the payment of the Rent-charges substituted for such Compo- 
sitions should be prejudiced thereby, and it is expedient that the cir- 
cumstances under which additions have been made to the averages 
30 ascertained for any such period of years, and the estimated value of 
Tithes taken, instead of the actual value, should be reviewed, and 
that the calculations on which such Compositions have been 
established should he subjected to revision, where a proper primil 
facie case for revision may be made out, with a view to a final and 
25 satisfactory settlement of the amount of such Compositions and the 
Rent-charges payable in lieu thereof; RE it therefore Enacted, That 
it shall and may be lawful for any Seven Persons, if so many there be, 
in any parish or place wherein any such Composition for Tithes may 
have been established, who would have been, in case this Act had 
40 not been made, liable to the payment of any sum applotted on account 
of such Composition, exceeding Twenty Shillings, whether the same 
shall be or may have been payable to any Party entitled to the receipt 
of any Composition or to any landlord who may have taken upon him 
the payment of such Composition, by notice under their hands, at any 
45 time within Two calendar Months after the passing of this Act, to 
summon a meeting of the owners and occupiers of land within sucli 
parish or place, who may be, or who would if this Act had not been 
made have been tlien liable to the payment of such Composition, lor 
54,5.

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the purpose of considering the propriety of applying for a revision 
of such Composition, and such meeting shall be held at some conve- 
nient place within such parish or place, at such time as may be speci- 
fied in such notice, not being less than Seven nor more than Fourteen

shall be inserted in some newspaper circulating in such parish or 
place, and copies thereof posted on the usual place or places for 
posting notices of applications to Special Sessions for Grand Jury

not Seven Persons within any such parish or place so liable to the 
payment of such Composition, it shall be lawful for any One or more 
of such Persons to make such application j and in like manner it 
shall be lawful for any Person who would have been in case this Act 
had not been made, entitled to any Composition for Tithes to apply, 25 
within the said period of Two calendar Months, to the said Com- 
missioners, for the revision of such Composition, stating the grounds 
and reasons thereof; and notice of every such application shall 
be once inserted, by or on behalf of the applicant party, in some 
newspaper circulating within such parish or place, within Ten 30 
Days next after such application shall be made : Provided, That 
where the effect of any Composition may have been suspended 
previous to the passing of this Act, by virtue of any deed or 
agreement, the owners and occupiers of any lands upon which 
a sum exceeding Twenty Shillings may have been applotted on 35 
account of such Composition, and who may be liable to the pay- 
ment of any sum whatsoever in lieu of such Composition, shall be 
deemed and taken to be qualified within the meaning of this Act to 
summon or be present at such meeting as aforesaid. 

And be it Enacted, That every such application shall be accom- 40 
panied by a statement, in writing, of the grounds and reasons for 
making the same, and the materia! allegations of every such state- 
ment shall be verified by some one or more credible Persons, 
according to the best of their knowledge and belief, on oath before 
One or more Justices of the Peace for the county wherein such 45 
parish or place may be situate {which oath any such Justice or 
Justices is and are hereby authorized to administer) ; and if by such 
statement so verified the said Commissioners of Land Revenues shall 
find reasonable cause to conclude that the amount of such Compost- 

tion 
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tion is less or greater by One-fourth part of the whole amount thereof, 
than the average annual income realized and enjoyed by the Party 
entitled to the Tithes in lieu whereof such Composition may have 
been established, during the series of years with reference to which 
5 such Composition may have been calculated ; or if it shall appear 
that within Six calendar Months previous to the establishment of 
such composition, any offer or agreement had been made by any 
Party entitled to such Tithes, or by any Vestry holden pursuant to the 
provisions of the said Acts in respect of such Tithes, for any sum 
10 greater or less than the amount of such Composition by One-fourtli 
part of the amount thereof; or if it shall appear that such Composi- 
tion has been calculated, wholly or principally, on ex-parte evi- 
dence ; or if it shall appear that more than One-tenth part of 
the amount of such Composition has been calculated on the evidence 
15 of agreements or adjudications, or on an estimate of the value of 
the Tithes in the same or any adjoining parish, or on any evidence 
other than the evidence of actual payments, or if where the amount 
of any such Composition may have been fixed by agreement (such 
amount not having been ascertained by any Commissioner or Com- 
20 missioners or Umpire, pursuant to the provisions of the said recited 
Acts) it shall appear that there was any concealment or ignorance 
on part of either of the Parties thereto of any facts, the knowledge 
whereof was essential to the making an equitable arrangement 
between them, or if it shall appear that the amount of any such 
25 Composition shall be equal to or exceed the One-fourth of the full 
improved annual value of the I^nd in lieu of the Tithes whereof 
such Composition may have been established. And in all cases 
where it shall appear that in fixing the amount of any such Com- 
position any sum has been added to the average of the sums paid, 

30 or agreed or adjudged to be paid, or that there is, in the judgment 
of such Commissioners, any other adequate ground for the revision 
of such Composition, then and in every such case the said Com- 
missioners shall transmit the statement accompanying each such 
application to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or 
35 Governors of iTeland, together with a copy of the certificate of 
such Composition to which such statement refers, and a certificate 
under their hands that such Composition is proper to be revised, 
and the said Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors 
shall cause the same to be revised accordingly in manner hereinafter 
40 mentioned.

And be it Enacted, That the said Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Bnrristento 
Governor or Governors shall, by warrant under his hand or their

And be it Enacted, That the Barristers so authorized to pro- jq 
ceed with the revision of such Compositions, shall give public notice 
of the several times and places at which, pursuant to such order and 
direction, they will hold Courts for such purpose, as well by adver- 
tisement, to be inserted at least Ten Days previous to each such 
time, in some newspaper circulating within each parish or place in ig 
which each such Composition may have been established, as by 
notices to be posted on the usual places for posting notices of appli- 
cations for Grand Jury Presentments, at Special Sessions for the 
division or district in which each such parish or place may be 
situate j and at the times and places so notified such Barristers shall zo 
in open court proceed to revise each such Composition, and shall 
in the first place inquire into and ascertain the manner in which 
each such Composition may have been calculated; and require the 
Party who may have applied for such revision to specify his or their 
objections thereto, and to produce such evidence as he or they may 25 
think fir, and shall hear such evidence and inquire into the validity 
of such objections; and such Barristers having heard all such 
evidence and objections, and all such other evidence and objections 
as shall be offered or made by or in behalf of any Party entitled, or 
who may have been entitled, to such Composition, or by or in behalf 30 
of any owner or occupier of land subject to such Composition, shall 
correct any error or supply any omission which shall appear to them 
to liave occurred in the calculation of such Composition, and make 
such order for confirming, increasing or decreasing the amount ol 
each such Composition as they shall think just ; Provided always, 35 
That if it shall be shown or appear to such Barristers that the annual 
amount of the sums paid or recovered, on account of Tithes in any 
such parish or place, shall not have varied above One-fourth part of 
the average Annual Amount of the whole during the series of Seven 
Years, with reference whereto such Composition may have been 
calculated, then and in such case the amount of such Composition 
shall be fixed according to the average annual amount of the suras 
so paid and recovered during such Seven Years, unless it shall be 
shown that such payments were made with an admission that the 
Tithes were of greater value, or that more was. due; and provided 
further, that all sums included in calculating the amount of any 
Composition, which sums shall appear to have been calculated 

on 
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on the evidence of adjudications made by any Ecclesiastical or 
other Court or Justices, in default of the appearance of the Party 
against whom such adjudication may have been made, or so 
much of such sums as shall not be shown to the said Barristers 
5 to have been justly due, shall be excluded from the calculation 
of the amount of such Composition j and provided further, that 
%vhere any sum shall have been included in computing the amount 
of any such Composition, on the evidence of any Promissory Note 
or other instrument or agreement and that it shall appear that 
10 smaller sum was afterwards received as a full acquittance for 
the sum expressed in such Promissory Note, instrument or agree- 
ment, such smaller sum shall be the sum to be included in the 
calculation of such Composition on account of the Tithes in respect 
whereof such Promissory Note, instrument or agreement may have 
been made, unless it shall be shown that the sum expressed therein was 
justly due ; and provided further, that where any sum shall have been 
included in computing the amount of any Composition on the evi- 
dence of any Promissory Note, instrument or agreement, and it shall 
appear that the Party who made such Promissory Note, instrument 
20 or agreement was insolvent at the time of making the same, or that 
there was then no reasonable prospect of recovering the amount 
therein expressed, and that the same, or any part thereof, was not 
paid or recovered, then and in such case such sum, or so much thereof 
as shall not be shewn to have been justly due, shall be excluded 
2^ in calculating the amount of such Composition j and provided further, 
that where the Party entitled to any Tithes in any parish or place 
shall have agreed to receive any fixed annual sum as the amount of 
the Composition for all Tithes payable to such Party, and that such 
agreement shall have been assented to at any Vestry holden pursuant 
go to the said Acts, but that such agreement may not have been carried 
into effect by reason of the dissent of the Bishop of the Diocese, of 
the Patron of the Benefice, the sum so agreed upon shall be fixed as 
the amount of such Composition ; and provided further, that where 
any Party entitled to any Tithes shall, within Six calendar Months 
35 previous to the establishment of a Composition in respect of such 
Tithes, have offered to any Vestry duly convened under the provisions 
of the said Acts, to accept any sum less than the amount thereof 
as a Composition for all the Tithes payable to such Party, such 
smaller sum shall be fixed as the amount of such Composition for 
40 such Tithes; and provided further, that where at any Vestry holden 
pursuant to the provisions of the said Acts it shall have been agreed 
upon that any sum greater than the amount of the Composition 
established in the same parish or place should be fixed as the amount 
of such Composition, such sum so agreed upon shall be fixed as the 
45 amount of such Composition : Provided always, That in either of the 
three last-mentioned cases the amount of such offer or agreement by 
or between any Party or Vestry shall not be fixed as the amount of 
such Composition if it shall appear that such Party or Vestry made 
such offer or agreement in ignorance of any facts the knowl^ge 
whereof was essential to making an equitable arrangement, or under

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any concealment or misrepresentation of any such facts ; or if it shall 
be shown to the said Barristers that the amount of such offer or 
agreement would not be a just amount of Composition to be esta- 
blished as aforesaid; and provided further, that when any sums 
shall have been added to the average amount of the Tithes paid, or ^ 
agreed or adjudged to be paid, during any such series of years as 
aforesaid, the said Barristers shall examine into the sufficiency 
of the grounds and reasons upon which such addition has been 
made as set forth in the statement subjoined to the certificate 
of such Composition, and shall allow or disallow the same, and iq 
deduct or reduce or increase the sum so added as to them shall seem 
just j and provided further, that where the Tithes of any land not 
having been actually paid or adjudged to be paid during the series 
of years with reference whereto any Composition may have been 
calculated, the Tithes of such land may have been estimated or 
calculated according to tiie payments made for Tithes of the like 
kind in the same or any adjoining parish, or according to such 
information as may have been obtained, the said Barristers shall 
inquire into the facts and the accuracy of such information and the 
fairness of any such estimate, and amend or confirm the calculation 20 
of such Composition accordingly; and provided further, that where 
the amount of any Composition shall have been fixed by agreement, 
such amount not having been ascertained by any Commissioner or 
Commissioners or Umpire under the provisions of the said recited 
Acts, and that it shall appear that either of the Parties thereto 25 
entered into such agreement in ignorance of any facts, the knowledge 
whereof was essential to making an equitable arrangement between 
them, or under any concealment or misrepresentation of such facts, 
and that such agreement was unjust, the said Barristers shall inquire 
into and ascertain and fix the just amount of Composition which 30 
ought to be established in lieu of the sum so fixed by agreement ; 
and provided further, that where in the calculation of any such . 
Composition it shall appear to the said Barristers that any sum has 
been included on account of the Tithes of any land .which they 
shall deem to have been Tithe free, the said Barristers shall exclude 3^ 
such sums in calculating the amount of such Composition ; and if 
such Barristers shall entertain any doubt or difficulty in determining 
the exemption of any such land from Tithe, it shall be lawful for the 
Courts of Chancery and Exchequer in Ireland, upon the Petition of 
the said Barristers showing the facts of the case (which such Barristers 40 
are hereby required to ascertain and state, according to the best infor- 
mation they can procure) either to make an order allowing or disallow- 
ing such claim of exemption, or referring the matter to any Master, 
or to the Chief Remembrancer, with liberty for the Parlies interested 
in the determination of such matter to attend him, and with such 45 
other directions as the Court shall deem proper, or to direct such 
feigned issue or other proceeding as the Court at its discretion may 
deem proper for ascertaining the exemption or non-exemption of such 
lands; and in case of any such application to eitlier of the said 
Courts, the said Barristers shall proceed with the revision of such 
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Composition, and fix the amount thereof without reference to such 
claim of exemption; provided, that if the matter be determined in 
favour of the Party claiming sucli exemption, such Court shall 
direct the said Commissioners of Land Revenues to reduce the 
5 amount of Rent-charge payable in lieu of such Composition, and 
amend the applotment of such Rent-charges accordingly ; and the 
costs of such Petition and Reference, or other proceedings, shall be 
in the discretion of such Court, and payment thereof enforced against 
any of the Parties interested in such matter who may appear to 
10 litigate the same, by attachment or otherwise, as such Court may 
direct.

Provided always, and be it Enacted. That if any Party or Parties 
entitled, or who would have been entitled in case this Act had not reduced or 
been made, to any Composition for Tithes established in any parish 
12 or place, shall agree to reduce or increase the amount of any such 
Composition, and shall signify such agreement in writing, stating 
the amount of the sum or the several sums so agreed to be substituted 
for the amount of such Composition ; and if such agreement shall be 
assented to and accepted at any Meeting called, holden and consti- 
20 tuted in manner hereinbefore appointed for the calling, holding and 
constitution of any Meeting authorized to make application for the 
revision of any Composition, and such assent and acceptance shall 
be certified by the Chairman of such Meeting to the said Commis- 
sioners of Land Revenues or to the Barristers appointed to revise such 
25 Composition, or where there may not be Seven Persons in any parish 
or place liable to the payment of such Composition, then and in such 
case, if the Persons so liable shall signify in writing their assent to 
and acceptance of such agreement, the sum or sums so agreed upon 
shall be binding on the said Commissioners and the said Barristers, 

30 and shall be fixed as the amount of such Composition, and the Certi- 
ficate thereof amended accordingly. 



And be it Enacted, That the said Barristers having, in manner 
aforesaid, revised each such Composition, and made order for the 
confirmation, or increase or decrease ofthe amount thereof, shall take 
35 into their consideration the expenses of such revision, and adjudge

sion thereof shall have taken place upon the application of any Party 
entitled, or who would have been entitled if this Act had not been 
made,' to such Composition, the whole of such expenses shall be 
paid by such Party. 
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And be it Enacted, That such Barristers, having made such order 
and adjudication as aforesaid, shall transmit the same, attested under 
their hands, or the hands of any Two of them, together with the 
copy of the Certificate of the Composition to which the same may 
relate, to the said Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or 5 
Governors, who shall cause the same to be delivered to the said 
Commissioners of Land Revenues ; and such Commissioners shall 
cause the applotment of such Composition, and the rental of the 
Rent-charges payable in lieu thereof, to be amended according to 
such Order; and such amendment shall take effect from and after the iq 
F irst day of November last past, but shall be without prejudice to 
any arrears of Composition due and payable previous to the passing 
of this Act, or to any remedy or proceeding for levy or recovery of 
such arrears. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Barristers holding any such 15 
Court shall have power to adjourn the same, and the revision of each 
such Composition from time to time and from place to place as they 
may think proper, subject to the orders and directions of the said 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors ; and for the 
purpose of revising such Compositions as aforesaid, such Barristers 20 
shall have and they are hereby invested with all and every the 
powers and authorities which it is by the said recited Acts provided 
that any Commissioner or Commissioners acting thereunder may use 
and exercise for ascertaining and fixing the amount of any Compo- 
sition to be established under the provisions of the said Acts ; and 25 
the said Barristers shall have power and authority to call before 
them, by a Summons in writing under the hands of any Two of 
them, and to examine the respective Commissioner or Commis- 
sioners, or Umpire, by whom each such Composition may have been 
established, or any other Person whom they judge fit or necessary to 30 
examine touching the matter of such revision ; and they shall also 
have power and authority to require such Commissioners, or Umpire, 
or any other Person, having in his or their possession or power 
any books, papers, writings, accounts or other documents material 
to the calculation of such Composition, or to the revision thereof, 
to produce the same ; and the said Barrister shall have power and 35 
authority to administer an oath or affirmation to any Person who may 
be so summoned, or to any Witness who may be tendered ; and if 
any Person taking any oath or making any affirmation before such 
Barristers, shall wilfully swear or affirm falsely, such Person shall be 
deemed guilty of Perjury ; and all such Persons so summoned before 40 
such Commissioners are hereby required to give evidence and infor- 
mation accordingly ; and if any Person so summoned, whether 
personally or by notice left at his usual residence, shall not attend 
pursuant to such Summons, or shall decline or refuse to give evidence, 45 
or shall refuse to produce any books, papers, writings, accounts or 
other documents, of which the said Barristers may lawfully require 
the production, it shall be lawful for such Barristers either to make 
application to any of His Majesty’s Superior Courts at Dublin for an 
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Attachment against such Person, which Attachment shall issue out 
of such Court accordingly^, on due proof, by affidavit, of the service 
of such Summons, and the default of the Person so summoned, and 
be proceeded with in like manner, and with the like penal cojise- 
5 quences to the Party disobeying such Summons, as if the same had 
been a Subpcena ad testificandum or Duces tecum issuing out of such 
Superior Court j Or it shall be lawful for such Barristers, or any of 
them, to make application to any Justice of the Peace, and any 
such Justice shall, upon complaint upon oath made to him by any 
one such Barrister, convict such Person summarily, in such penalty 
not exceeding Twenty Pounds, as such Justice shall think fit, and 
in default of payment commit such Person to the Gaol of the county 
or place in which such Justice shall iiave jurisdiction, for any period 
not exceeding Three calendar Months.

as a Commissioner or Umpire in the establishment of any such pensesto

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And be it Enacted, That every Barrister appointed for the duty 
of revising such Compositions as aforesaid shall be paid at the rate 
of Five Guineas for every day that he shall be so employed ; and 
all such Barristers who shall be so employed together shall, after the 
termination of their Sitting at each place, lay or cause to be laid 
before the said Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Go- 
vernors of Ireland a statement of the number of Days during which

proportion thereof adjudged to be paid by such Party from and out 
of any payment or payments to be made under the provisions of this 25 
Act tosuch Party, or to any Party claiming such payment or payments 
in the same right or character, or by and under the same title or any 
title derived therefrom ; and such Commissioners of Land Revenues 
are hereby authorized and required to pay over the amount of such 
expenses so recovered or deducted pursuant to the order and direc- 30 
tion of the Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, and the Money 
so paid over shall be applied to replace the sums so advanced out of 
the said Consolidated Fund. 

AND whereas doubts have arisen with respect to the effect of 
Certificates for the Composition of Tithes in Ireland, made under 35 
the authority of the Acts passed for the effecting of such Composi- 
tions, as to the rights or titles of Persons having or claiming to have 
estates or interests in the Tithes to which such Certificates re- 
spectively relate ; BE it therefore Enacted, That no Certificate 
under said Acts, or any of them, shall, as against any Person or 40 
body corporate or politic claiming any estate or interest in Tithes or 
Composition for Tithes in Ireland, and asserting such claim by any 
proceeding at law or in equity, be deemed to be evidence of the 
right or title of any Person, body corporate or politic, in such Cer- 
tificate named ; and that if it shall be decided by any Court of com- 45 
petent jurisdiction, that any other Person or body corporate or 
politic than the Person, body politic or corporate in such Certificate 
named, or those deriving under such Person or body corporate or 
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politic, is entitled to such Composition, or to the Tithes to which 
the same shall relate, the Person so declared entitled shall be there- 
upon authorized and entitled to receive the annual payments to be 
made under authority of this Act, in lieu of the Composition in such 
Certificate mentioned, as if originally named therein ; and until such 
decision, such Certificate, and all payments made under the same, 
shall be good, valid and effectual against all Persons whatsoever. 

And be it Enacted, That in any case in which it shall appear to the 
satisfaction of the said Commissioners, that the Applotment of any 
Composition is unequal or defective, or does not with sufficient precision 
ascertain the Lands and Holdings in respect whereof or the persons 
by whom the said Rent-charges will be henceforth payable, or that an 
Applotmentof such Rent-charge is necessary, it shall and may be lawful 
for the said Commissioners to direct such Applotment to be amenderl, or 
a new Applotment made, and for that purpose to appoint some one or 
more skilful person or persons who shall ihcrein have and exercise the 
like powers, privileges and authorities, and ot)serve the several regula- 
tions in the said Acts for establishing Compositions of Tithes expressed 
and contained, but subject nevertheless to such instructions and direc- 
) tions as the said Commissioners shall prescribe, for the avoiding 
any inequality, defect or uncertainty to wliicfi the original Applot- 
ment may have been liable ; and such new or amended Applotment 
shall be returned to the said Commissioners, attested under the hand of 
the person or persons making the same ; and a Book in like manner 
attested, containing a Copy of such new Applotment, shall be deposited 
in the same place and custody in which the original Book of Applot- 
ment was deposited, or such original Book of Applotment shall be 
amended, and such new or amended Book^of Applotment, attested as 
aforesaid, shall be in the place and stead of the said original Book and 
Applotment, and be valid and effectual to all intents and purposes 
for which the said original Book of Applotment would have been valid 
and effectual ; and the said Commissioners shall pay to the person or 
persons employed by them for the purposes aforesaid, such remune- 
ration as they shall think reasonable ; and it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners, if they shall so think fit, to assess upon the persons 
liable to such Rent-charges under any sudi Applotment the expenses 
thereof, and to levy and recover the same, together with and in addi- 
tion to the Rent-charges then next payable. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Commissioners, having duly Rentals show-

examined compared and amended (as need may be) all such Copies charges pay- 
of Certificates, Assessments, Applotrnents and Returns and Counter- Lands sobject 
parts, shall cause to be framed therefrom such and so many Rentals 
as they may deem convenient ; and such Rentals shall show the 
amount of the Rent-charges which will by virtue of this Act become and other 
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payable to His Majesty, His heirs and successors, and the Lands 
in respect whereof the same will be so payable, and the estates or 
interests therein chargeable therewith respectively, and shall distinguish 
the sums payable during the next Five Years, in addition to the 
Composition for Tithes under and by virtue of the provisions of the 5 
said recited Act of the last Session of Parliament ; and shall also 
distinguish all such Rent-charges as may become payable in lieu or 
instead of Compositions for Tithes belonging to the Ecclesiastical 
Incumbent of any parish, or in lieu and stead of Compositions for 
Appropriate Tithes from such Rent-charges as may become payable i o 
in lieu of Compositions for Impropriate Tithes; and having caused 
such Rentals to be framed, the said Commissioners shall deliver 
all such Copies of Certificates, Assessments or Applotments, Returns 
and Counterparts transmitted to them as aforesaid, or Copies of such 
new or amended Applotments, as the case may be, to the Ecclesiastical 15 
Commissioners for Ireland, to be by such Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
kept and preserved. 

And be it Enacted, That the said Commissioners of Land Revenues 
shall cause the said Rentals, with such Maps and Plans thereto annexed 
as they may think necessary, to be deposited in the Office of Record in 20 
Ireland in which the original Rentals of The King’s Rents are kept, 
and shall revise and amend such Rentals from time to lime as they 
may find necessary ; and any Copy or Extract therefrom, attested by 
the officer in whose custody tlie same shall remain, and which Copies 
the said officer is hereby required to grant to any person applying for 25 
the same, on payment of such Fee as the said Commissioners shall 
appoint, shall, for the purposes of this Act, be admitted in all Courts as 
conclusive evidence of the Rent or Rents thereby appearing payable 
to His Majesty; His heirs and successors, and of all such matters and 
things as shall appear by such Copy or Extract or be stated therein. 30 

And be it further Enacted, That the said Commissioners of Land 
Revenues shall, from time to time, by and with the consent and appro- 
bation of the said Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, nominate 
and appoint, by Warrant under the hands and seals of any Two or 
more of them, such and so many persons as they shall think necessary, 35

And be it Enacted, That every such Receiver shall, upon payment of R««i™rl 
any Rent-charge, give to the person paying the same, a full and clear 
receipt or acquittance for what he shall receive, under his hand, 

40 wherein he shall state the sum so by him received, and for what Rent- 
charge, and for what land or hereditaments, and on what account the same 
shall be paid to him j and every such receipt shall be given without fee 
or reward. 
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AND for preventing any prejudice to the person paving any such 
Rent-charge by the loss of any acquittance to be given pursuant to this 
Act; BE it further Enacted, That every such Receiver shall every year 
prepare a Book, wherein he shall enter all the Receipts or Acquittances 
by him given for all the aforesaid Rent-charge, under bis hand and in the 5 
presence of the parties paying the same respectively, which receipts 
the said parties, or any other person on their behalf may, without 
fee or reward, set their names to; and the said Receivers respectively 
shall yearly return the said Books, under their hands, and on their oaths, 
into the Office of Public Records in Ireland, wherein the Two-penny 10 
Books of the Collection of Crown Rents heretofore returned pursuant 
to the provisions in that behalf of an Act passed in the Parliament of 
Ireland in the ninth year of the reign of his late Majesty King William 
the Third, intituled, “ An Act for making the Collectors’ Receipts for 
Quit Rent, Crown Rents, and other Rents due to the Crown, full and 15 
legal Discharges for the same, and for limiting their Fees thereon,” are 
or shall be deposited ; and the same shall tiiere remain, and be kept 
not only as a charge on such Receivers respectively, but also as a 
discharge to the subject for all sums thereby appearing to be paid as 
aforesaid. 20 

And be it Enacted, That all Receivers appointed under this Act 
shall, at such times as they shall respectively be required so to do by 
the Commissioners for the time being of Land Revenues, render accounts 
to the said last-mentioned Commissioners of all Monies received by them 
respectively, and of all otlier acts matters and things clone by them 25 
respectively on account of or in relation to the said Rent-charges ; and the 
said accounts shall be examined by the said Commissioners, and shall 
be incorporaied with and form part of the accounts of such Commis- 
sioners, to be from time to time audited and passed in the manner here- 
inbefore directed ; and when the accounts of the said Receivers shall 30 
have been so audited and passed, the receipts of the said Commis- 
sioners, for the balance of such accounts, shall be good and effectual 
discharges to the said Receivers respectively. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
of Land Revenues, or any one of them, to receive a verification, and 35 
take an examination upon oath, touching and concerning any account, 
survey, estimate, report or other matter or thing relating to the said 
Rent-charges and Revenues of the Crown to which this Act relates, or 
to direct such verification to be made before any Justice of the Peace. 

And be it Enacted, That the Rent-charges shall have priority over 40 
all other charges, liens, mortgages and incumbrances whatsoever, and 
shall and may be recovered by the ways and means hereinafter men- 
tioned, and also by all such other ways and means as any Rent-charge 
payable to llis Majesty may be recovered : Provided always, That in

And be it Enacted, That w’here the person liable to the payment of Where :^nt 
such Rent-charge shall not occupy the laud in respect whereof the arrear, _ the 
same may be payable, and that such Rent-charge shall be in arrear 
and unpaid for the space of Thirty-one Days after the same shall have 
become due, it shall be lawful for the Receiver, or other person authorized w His M.- 
to demand payment thereof, to give notice in writing to all persons then 
3^ in occupation of the lands in respect whereof such arrears shall be due, 
to pay to His Majesty the rents reserved upon their respective holdings, 
after the service of which said Notice at the usual place of abode of the

the Fouith, providing for the establishing of CoinpositionB for Tithes 
in Ireland, and make such Compositions permanent,” such person so 
liable to make payment of such Composition to the Person entitled 
thereto by virtue of such certificate, shall be deemed to be, within the 
5 meaning of this Act, the Person primarily liable thereto. 

And be it Enacted, That the annual income arising from the Rent- 
charges payable under this Act, shall be applied in manner following ;

And be it furtlier Enacted, That the said Commissioners of Land 
Revenues shall cause all sums of Money, Bills and Drafts received 
by them, their Agents or Receivers, under this Act, to be paid as 
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soon as conveniently may be into the Bank of Ireland, or the Pro- 
vincial Bank of Ireland; and all sums of Money, Bills and Drafts 
which shall be so received by the said Commissioners at their public 
ofhce in DuhVm, shall be paid into the Bank of h'eland within One 
Day after the same shall have been so received, or within One Day 5 
after any such Bill or Draft shall have been accepted, compleied and

defendant shall have Treble costs, and have the like remedy for the same 
as any defendant hath in other cases to recover costs by law. 

And be it Enacted, That the words and expressions hereinafter men- 
tioned, which, in their ordinary signification have a more confined or a 
different meaning, shall in this Act, except where the nature of the

provision or context of the Act shall exclude such construction, be 
10 interpreted as follows ; (that is to say) the words “ Commissioners of 
Land Revenues” shall be construed to mean the Commissioners of His 
Majesty’s Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, Works and Buildings; and 
the word “ Land” shall extend to manors, messuages and all other 
hereditaments, whether corporeal or incorporeal, and whether freehold 
15 or copyhold, or of any other tenure ; and the words “ Persons entitled 
to Compositions for Tithes” shall be construed to extend to and include 
all ecclesiastical persons and bodies corporate, sole or aggregate, lay or 
ecclesiastical, or collegiate, and all incumbents of parishes, whether 
rectors, vicars or curates, and all impropriators and appropriators, and 
20 all persons whomsoever being the owners of or entitled or interested in 
any manner whatsoever, at law or in equity, whether in their own right, 
or by virtue of any order or process of any court, as trustees, devisees, 
personal representatives, lessees, sequestrators, receivers or otherwise, to 
any Tithes, or portion or portions of Tithes, or Composition established 
25 in lieu of Tithes, or portion or portions of such Composition; and the 
word “ Person” shall extend to and comprise all and every bodies politic 
and corporate, sole and aggregate, lay and ecclesiastical and collegiate ; 
and the words “ Compositions for Tithes” shall extend and be applied 
to any portion or portions of a Composition, and to any part of a yearly 
30 payment thereof, as well as to a Composition ; and the word County 
shall extend and be applied to any riding, county of a city, or county 
of a town, or city and county, as well as a county at large ; and the 
word " Parish” shall extend and be applied to any extra-parochial place 
or places separately chargeable with any Composition for Tithes as 
well as to a parish ; and every word importing the singular number only 
shall extend and be applied to several persons or thin^ as well as one 
person or thing; and every word importing the masculine gender only 
shall extend and be applied to a female as well as a male.
